I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Great  Falls  Fire  Department,  giving  number  of  tires  and 
condition  of  apparatus  under  my  care. 

Thbre  has  been  only  one  fire,  and  that  very  slight,  on 
Green  street,  in  the  Michael  Redy  house,  in  which  was  a 
saloon,  on  January  9. 

There  have  been  four  new  and  improved  Chapman 
Hydrants  set  this  year  in  place  of  the  ©Id  ones.  All  but 
two  North  of  Washington  street  are  of  the  improved 
kind,  and  as  fast  as  the  old  ones  give  out  I  would  recom- 
mend putting  in  this  kind,  as  there  is  no  trouble  about 
packing  and  freezing. 

I  think  every  machine  is  in  good  order.  We  need  bet- 
ter protection  for  Prospect  Hill  and  I  think  a  line  of  pipe 
with  ten  hydrants  should  be  laid  the  coming  summer. 
Instead  of  two  hand  machines,  have  one  village  steamer 
with  25  men,  and  disbanding  one  company  would  make  a 
saving  of  some  $300  per  year,  and  it  would  soon  pay  for 
itself  in  one  good  fire. 

I  would  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  members 
of  the  Department  for  their  prompt  and  efficient  help  the 
past  year.

FOR  SCHOOL  TEAR  1891—92. 


In  submitting  our  annual  report  of  the  schools  in  the 
district,  wo  desire  to  express  that  regret  which  is  felt  and 
manifested  by  all  who -are  interested  in  the  welfare  of  our 
schools,  at  the  loss  of  Rev.  J.  M.  Dutton  who  labored  so 
long  and  foithfully  as  a  member  of  this  committee. 

There  have  been  some  changes  in  the  corps  of  teachers 
during  the  year,  all  of  which  have  been  made  in  con- 
sequence of  resignation ;  Miss  Evelyn  Home,  second 
assistant  in  the  High  School,  a  faithful  and  efficient 
teacher,  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  summer  term,  and 
Miss  M.  May  Nute  was  employed  for  that  place  at  the 
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commencement  of  the  fali  term ;  no  other  change  has 
been  made  in  the  High  School,  and  the  people  of  the 
district  have  every  reason  to  be  gratitiecl  with  the  work, 
both  in  grade  and  character,  which  is  being  done  in  this 
school.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  there  have  been 
no  changes  in  the  Grammar  scliools,  but  that  the  same 
arrangement  as  described  in  our  last  report  has  been  con- 
tinued in  Mr.  Montgomery's  room  with  the  best  results. 

Miss  Mabel  L.  Goodwin,  2nd  Pi'imary,  Orange  street, 
and  Miss  Ida  F.  Blaisdeli,  5th  Primary,  Grecui  Street, 
both  experienced  and  valued  teachers,  resigned  during 
the  3^ear,  the  former  at  the  close  of  the  summer  term  and 
the  latter  after  the  commencement  of  the  v/inter  term  ;  Miss 
Hannah  Rowan,  Miss  Ellen  M.  Lawlor  and  Miss  Etta 
Martin,  all  graduates  of  the  High  school,  were  employed 
to  fill  the  vacancies  and  for  one  new  Primar}^  school  on 
Green  Street  which  we  f()un<l  it  necessary  to  establish 
during  the  fall  term,  in  order  to  relieve  the  overcrowded 
condition  of  the  other  schools  of  the  same  grade  in  the 
district. 

Our  schools,  considered  together,  are  in  a  satisfactory 
condition  ;  but  there  are  opportunities  for  improvement 
in  some  directions  which  were  indicated  in  last  report, — 
"too  much  talk;"  "want  of  inspiration;"  "tendency  to 
slip  over  difHcult  places;"  "loud  talk  to  pupils," — angu- 
larities which  should  be  "polished  down,"  suggested 
plainly  one  year  ago,  and  significantly  repeated  at  this 
time.  "We  do  not  wish  to  be  misunderstood  in  this  con- 
nection ;  it  would  be  unjust  to  the  teachers  if  we  were  to 
convey  the  impression  that  these  faults,  or  any  of  them, 
are  at  all  common,  or  that  any  single  teacher  is  carrying 
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the  burden  of  the  sum  of  them ;  what  wg  do  mean  to  say 
is,  that  we  have  seen  tendencies,  in  a  few  case.?,  which 
cull  for  these  suggestions  and  whicli  should  be  corrected. 

The  courses  of  study  in  all  the  schools  have  been 
thoroughly  revised  and  adapted  to  the  work  of  the  several 
grades,  and  are  subjnitted  withthis  report.  This  work 
we  regard  as  one  of  the  most  important  of  the  year,  as 
there  have  been  heretofore,  no, regular  lines  of  work  pre- 
scribed for  an}'  grade  below  the  Grammar  schools,  and 
the  work  of  the  highej*  grades  had  come  to  be  widely 
diflerent  from  that  outlined  in  the  old  course  of  study. 

We  believe  that  more  attention  should  be  given  to  the 
subject  of  Drawing,  particularly  in  the  lower  grades, 
and  have  given  it  some  prominence  in  the  prescribed 
course.  While  we  are  not  prepared  to  recommend  the 
employment  of  a  special  instructor  in  Drawing,  in  the 
schools,  yet  we  think  that  some  course  of  instruction 
should  be  provided  for  the  teachers  and  that  they  should 
be  required  to  fit  themselves  for  teaching  this  subject  in- 
telligently and  systematically. 

The  Orange  Street  building  has  been  thoroughly  re- 
paired and  painted  at  an  expense  somewhat  in  excess  of 
the  estimates,  owing  to  the  fact  that  it  was  found  neces- 
sary to  make  repairs  which  could  not  be  foreseen. 

The  Prospect  Street  house  has  been  repaired  also,  so 
that,  instead  of  being  the  shabbiest  school-room  in  the 
the  district,  it  is  now  one  of  the  finest  that  we  have.  In 
the  Green  street  building  we  still  hav.?  two  large,  well 
lighted  and  ventilated  rooms  which  can  be  made  ready, 
at  small  expense,  for  schools  whenever  the  necessities   of 


the  district  shall  require  them ;  in  fact,  the  committee  i@ 
of  the  opinion  that  the  school  accommodations  of  the  dis- 
trict are  now  better  than  they  have  ever  been  before. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

EXPLANATION    OF    COURSES. 

The  studies  of  the  Hiirh  School  are  arranged  in  three 
courses:  1st.  A  full  English  course  of  four  years.  2nd. 
An  English -Latin  Course  of  four  years.  3rd.  AChissi- 
cul  Coarse  of  four  years,  preparatory  for  College. 

There  are  regular  exercij^es  in  Composition,  Declanaa- 
tion,  etc.,  throughout  all  the  courses. 

Upon  entering  the  school,  pupils  under  the  direction 
of  their  parents  or  guardians,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Principal  and  the  Committee  in  charge,  may  elect  any 
one  of  the  courses;  but  they  will  not  he  allowed  to 
change  from  one  course  to  another  or  to  pursue  studies 
not  included  in  the  course  which  they  have  elected, 
without  the  consent  of  the  Principal  and  the  Committee 
in  charge. 

Each  pupil  is  required  to  have  at  least  three  recitations 
daily,  except  on  days  when  rhetorical  or  other  occasional 
exercises  occur. 

No  pupil  shall  be  promoted  to  a  higher  class  or  be  rec- 
ommended for  graduation  whose  average  in  scholarship 
for  the  year  preceding  shall  be  less  than  70  per  cent,  and 
whose  rank  in  any  one  study  shall  be  less  than  60  per 
cent.  But  the  average  in  Latin  and  Mathematics  shall  be 
not  less  than  70  per  cent. 

The  requirement  for  admission  shall  be  a  satisfactory 
knowledge    of    the     studies   pursued    in   the    Grammar 
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school;  and  all  pupils  of  the  Grammar  school,  who 
have  received  a  diph)ma,  shall  be  admitted  without  an 
examination.  Any  pupil  not  having  received  a  Gram- 
mar school  diploma  or  any  pupil  becoming  a  resident  of 
the  district  during  the  school  3'^ear,  and  applying  for  ad- 
mission to  the  High  school,  shall  be  examined  by  the 
Committee  in  charge  and  the  Principal,  and  if  found 
qualified,  may  be  admitted. 

TUITION. 

Tuition  to  5ona^*tZe  residents  of  the  district  is  free; 
non-residents  are  charged  $6  per  term.  This  is  payable 
in  advance  at  the  opening  of  each  term,  and  includes  the 
use  of  text  books. 

Parents  are  requested  to  visit  the  school  frequently,  and 
will  always  be  cordially  welcomed  by  the  Principal  and 
the  teachers,
